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M  ANAGERs’  Re  PORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  South  Western  Auxiliary  present  their 
Fifteenth  Annual  Report : — 

There  seems  to  be  but  little  of  special  note  in  the  Home 
District  to  lay  before  our  subscribers.  We  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  assure  them  that  very  few  were  found  to  be  without  the 
Bible  who  desired  it,  and  those  few  were  supplied 

Much  of  our  District  is  steadily  visited  by  the  Missionary 
employed  by  one  of  the  churches  in  it.  Children  are  led  to 
the  Sabbath  School,  while  parents  are  entreated  to  attend 
church  Whilst  seeking  to  benefit  spiritually,  the  frequent 
physical  needs  are  not  overlooked  It  was  impressed  upon  one 
of  the  Yisitors,  that  one  of  the  means  of  grace,  “giving  to  the 
Lord,”  heretofore  had  been  withheld  from  many  in  her  district, 
through  fear  that  it  might  be  overtasking  those  already  heavily 
burdened  ;  but  she  determined  to  speak  as  the  way  opened,  and 
with  what  success  she  tells  : — 

“We  have  thirteen  names  on  our  list,  with  sums  varying 
from  ten  to  fifty  cents,  and  it  seemed  to  be  given  with  a  free¬ 
dom  and  pleasure  which  was  really  gratifying.  Surely  none 
should  be  deprived  of  this  privilege,  and  the  small  sum  sub¬ 
scribed  could  not  burden  the  poorest  person,  though,  of  course, 
the  poorest  would  not  be  applied  to.  One  woman,  who  had 
subscribed  very  willingly,  offered  to  collect  among  her  neigh¬ 
bors,  and  with  many  charges  that  no  oue  should  be  urged  to 
give,  she  was  permitted  to  do  so. 

“  It  is  not  the  amount  of  money  that  makes  this  effort  gratify¬ 
ing,  for  that  is  small,  but  the  hope  that  it  has,  perhaps,  planted 
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the  seeds  of  love  and  charity  in  the  hearts  of  these  people, 
and  given  them  an  interest  in  the  diffusion  of  the  Bible,  and  in 
the  Bible  itself,  which  they  could  have  obtained  in  no  other 
way.” 

But  while  our  home  work  is  thus  so  gratifyingly  reduced, 
the  work  of  distribution  among  the  emigrants  in  the  north-west 
has  not  suffered  any  diminution.  The  services  of  a  colporteur 
have  been  secured.  Mrs.  Ainslie,  the  wife  of  the  agent  of  the 
Bible  Society  in  the  North-west,  thus  introduces  him  to  our 
notice  : — 


Rochester,  Minn. 

As  I  sat  on  a  low  box,  beside  my  washing  tub,  this  morning, 
(for  I  was  too  ill  to  stand,)  my  kitchen  door  was  opened  and  a 
crippled  foreigner  entered.  Inquiring  if  Rev.  Mr  Ainslie 
lived  there,  I  replied  “Yes.”  “Rev.  Ransom  W  ait  sent  me 
to  him  to  ask  for  myself  a  supply  of  Danish,  Swedish  and 
German  Tracts;  I  am  a  poor  crippled  Finlander.  Many  years 
ago  two  of  my  countrymen  went  to  Germany,  and  were  there 
converted  to  the  love  of  God ;  returning  to  Finland,  they 
spoke  to  many  of  God’s  love  to  us — not  preaching — only 
talking.  I  was  a  poor  beggar  boy,  but  seventeen  years  old  ;  I 
could  not  read  or  write,  but  their  words  took  hold  of  my  heart, 
and  I,  too,  found  Jesus.  Then  my  countrymen  persecuted  me. 
I  have  been  spit  upon,  beaten,  and  in  prison,  for  Christ’s  sake. 
My  countrymen  woujd  not  listen  to  me,  so  I  am  come  to 
America,  and  for  many  years  I  have  travelled  among  the  emi¬ 
grants  of  the  West,  talking  to  them  of  Christ  and  distributing 
Tracts.  I  can  speak  Danish,  Finnish,  Swedish,  and  German  ; 
and  with  Tracts  in  these  languages  I  visit  many  poor  ones,  who 
will  never  go  to  a  church  where  the  truth  is  preached.  The 
past  winter  I  could  get  so  little  work  to  do,  that  I  have  almost 
frozen  and  starved,  so  I  cannot  buy  Tracts,  as  I  used  to  do  ; 
and  now  that  I  am  going  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  miles 
West,  upon  the  frontier,  where  there  are  large  German  and 
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Danish  settlements,  Rev.  Mr.  Wait  sent  me  to  you,  asking,  can 
you  give  me  Tracts  in  other  languages?” 

I  brought  some  Tracts — Danish  and  German — sent  me  for 
-distribution  among  the  passing  emigrants.  He  read  them 
easily,  and  pronounced  them  “  good  ”  I  said,  “  I  thought  you 
could  not  write  and  read.”  He  replied,  “After  my  conversion 
I  learned  to  read,  that  I  might  read  God’s  word  for  myself,  and 
then  it  was  easy  to  learn  Danish  and  German.”  “Why  do  you 
not  become  a  colporteur  under  the  Tract  Society  ?  All  winter 
I  sought  for  a  man  to  sell  Bibles  among  the  Norwegians — I 
would  gladly  have  employed  you,  had  I  known  of  you.”  Hold¬ 
ing  up  his  crippled  right  hand,  he  said,  “  And  I  would  have 
rejoiced  to  have  done  just  such  a  work,  but  you  see,  I  cannot 
write — I  could  never  write  out  a  Report.  I  manage  to  saw 
wood,  and  do  some  kinds  of  work,  but  a  colporteur  must  write 
enough  to  make  his  reports.  To  be  a  colporteur  to  the  poor, 
would  be  a  joy  indeed  ” 

My  husband  coming  in  just  then,  held  a  long  conversation 
with  him,  and  is  greatly  pleased  with  him  He  begged  for 
•Swedish  Tracts,  but  I  had  none.  I  told  him  I  would  try  if 
some  Eastern  Christian  wonld  give  me,  for  him,  a  supply  of 
■Swedish  Tracts.  “But  how  will  freight  be  paid?”  He  re¬ 
plied,  “  I  have  now  only  three  dollars  with  which  to  go  this 
journey,  but  when  it  is  expended  I  shall  stop  and  seek  work, 
until  I  have  earned  a  little.  While  I  labor,  I  shall  ask  some 
American  to  write  you  where  I  am,  and  how  t  >  send  them  to 
me  ;  and  I  shall  work  until  I  ha  ve  earned  the  money  to  pay 
the  freight.'1'1  “But,”  I  said,  “you  cannot  afford  to  do  so.” 
He  answered,  smiling,  “  I  have  done  so  many  years  I  have  a 
rich  Father  in  heaven.” 

I  gave  him  four  Danish  Bibles,  and  four  Danish  Testaments, 
bidding  him  sell  them  if  he  could  ^  if  not,  to  give  them  to  those 
too  poor  to  buy.  He  would  gladly  engage  in  colporteur  work, 
if  any  Society  would  employ  him,  allowing  him  to  make  a 
verbal  report  to  some  one  who  could  write  it  out  for  him  He 
has  no  family,  and  would,  on  that  account,  work  for  a  less 
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salary  than  most  men  could  afford  to  He  is  uneducated,  save 
as  he  has  learned  to  read  these  languages  since  his  conversion, 
but  his  faee,  when  speaking  of  Jesus,  is  brilliant  with  intelli¬ 
gence.  Will  any  good  Christian  heart  give  me  a  supply  of 
Swedish,  Danish  and  German  Tracts  for  his  use,  as  my  own 
supply  is  growing  too  low  to  share  with  him.  Swedish,  I  have 
none  of.  I  should  be  glad,  also,  of  a  very  few  in  Welch  ” 

While  such  work,  so  interesting  and  so  extensive — growing 
year  by  year,  as  the  hardy  Scandinavian  people  throng  to  our 
shores,  we  believe  that  there  can  be  no  pause  in  our  labor,  or 
reduction  in  our  contributions.
